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In response to the Notice having a mailing date of April 5, 2907, Applicants respond as 
tallows: 

In the Notification, the Exammerhas asserted that the Section II, STATUS OF CLAIMS, 
must identify the appealed claims. In response. Applicants respectfully reply that the status of 
the claims should be as follows: 

Claims 1-46 are pending in the application. 

Claims 35-46 are allowed. 

Claims 1 -34 stand rejected and are hereby appealed. 

The Examiner then asserts that the SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER is 
insufficient in that independent claim 22 is not described so as to identify the specification and 
drawings supporting the independent claim. Applicants respectfully traverse this assertion. This 
portion of the Appeal Brief specifically states that claim 22 recites similar limitations, clearly 
referring to the limitations of claim 16 which, are described in the preceding paragraph. The 
paragraph pertaining to claim 22 then goes on to state that claim 22 recites that the modem is 
coupled to a wide-area network 201, and states that such a wide-area network is illustrated 
Figure 3. If the Examiner would simply look at claims 16 and 22, the Examiner would note that 
the limitations are very similar except for -the limitation that the modem is coupled to a wide-area 
network. Therefore, in the SUMMARY OF THE CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER, Applicants 
have provided a sufficient explanation as to how me limitations of claim 22 are supported within 
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Hie specification and the drawings. Applicants are dismayed by the Examiner's objection of the 
Appeal Brief due to this technicality, which takes form over substance to an extreme, resulting in 
the delay of an issuance of" a patent to Applicants,
